Cong. Dellums Cleared In Drug Investigation

WASHINGTON--Ronald V. Del- 
tums, the hard-working California 
Congressman, has been partially 
vindicated by the recent U.S. Jus- 
tice Department's decision to end 
its 15-month investigation of drug 
use by members of Congress. 
After a complete investigation, the 
agency found insufficient evi- 
dence to bring criminal charges 
against Dellums, Rep. Charies 
Wilson, a Texas Democrat and 
former representative Barry 
Goldwater. 

Delluras, who has repeatedly 
denied using or buying drugs, said 
that he was gratified by the Justice 
Department's decision and “looks 
forward to complete vindication” 
by the House Ethics Committee, 
which is conducting a parallel 
investigation. Dellums, like other 


black Congressman,on Capitol 
Hill, has often been the target of 
unfair, malicious accusations, 
usually based on rumors and 
innuendo.

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Sadism: Sexual Preference Or Mental

(Gontinned From Page 1A) 
sadism. 


Many fee! that the question of whether sadism is.a mental 
illness or a sexual preference will come up in the trial and may 
well be a deciding factor in its outcome. 

Another unique twist to the trial is the fact that due to a 1978 
change in Ohio law which shifted the burden of proof in insanity 
defenses, the doctor will be tried on two sets of charges by two 
separate juries in consecutive trials. The first trial will address the 
crimes allegediy committed before the 1978 amendment. The 
second trial will be for those offenses occurring thereafter. 

In the first trial, which began Monday, Jackson is being tried on 
21 rape Charges, three counts of attempted rape, four counts of 
gross sexual imposition, 29 counts of aggravated burglary, two 
counts of kidnapping and one count of possession of criminal 


tools. 


The last charge stems from the doctor's arrest last September 5 
when police found him in the North Columbus residence of two 
women who were not home at the time. Police testified that they 
found a ski mask and burglar’s tools under a couch there, 

A subsequent'’search of Jackson's car yielded a list of some 65 
.women's names and a set of dates which police quickly matched 
to those of dozens of unsolved rape cases. 

The case has received so much notoriety that itis being tried in 

_Akron rather than Columbus. Apart from the unusual number of 
charges against Jackson (96) the case drew national attention 
when William Bernard Jackson, who had served almost five years 
for two rapes that Dr Jackson is now being charged with, was set 


free. 


This is not Jackson's first brush with the law, as he was indicted 
in 1972 for possession of burglary tools. He was defended by his 
present attorney, John Bowen, and the charges were subse- 


quently dropped. 


Déspite the charges against him, Jackson, a 39-year old father 
of two, has been allowed to continue to practice medicine despite 
the Ohio State Medical Board's attempts to have-his license 


suspended. 


Judge George Tyack ruled in Franklin County Common Pleas 
Court that the board lacked sufficient evidence to stop Jackson 
from practicing medicine, but the indictment cost Jackson botha 
board position at St. Anthony Hospital and staff privileges at St. 
Anthony and Mt. Carmel Hospitals. 

The trial is expected to last as long as six weeks as prosecutors 
try to refute the defense's stand that Jackson is insane.

She was forced to display her 
private parts while being 
searched. 

City and county authorities 
claimed that the strip searches 
were part of standard policy 
and necessary for the safety of 
the offenders and others. 
According to state policy as 
established by the Ohio 
Department of Rehabilitation, 
strip searches are required 
only when a person is to be 
held more than 72 hours, or 
when authorities have reason 
to suspect an individual is con- 

cealing a weapon or drug.

The Cook County Commis- 
sioners approved the revision 
‘in their cigarette tax regula- 
tions Aug. 1, and the Chicago 
city council followed suit Aug.

Like the bill proposed in 
Ohio, Chicago's tax law revi- 
sions will mean no drop in 
cigarette tax revenues for 
either the city or county. Both 
set the tax rate per cigarette to 
equal their old per-package 
taxes, 10 cents for Chicago and 
5 cents for Cook County.

He said he’ 
obtained the owner's manual six 
months before purchasing it, and 
worked day and night trying to 
master it. Only 300 of these com- 
puters have been made in the 
world. _ 

“It was hard to master because 
you have to realize it is a computer 
first and an instrument second,” 
explained Kashif.

Drop Reported In 
Foster Care Calls 


Franklin County Children 
Services (FCCS) foster care 
department is experiencing a 
dramatic decrease in persons 
inquiring about becoming fos- 
ter parents. 

In the last three months 
FCCS had a 51 percent drop in 
inquiries.

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Blacks Beginning To Doubt Dorrian’s 
Claimed Influence With Gov. Celeste

County Commissioner Michael J. 
Dorrian, Democratic candidate—for 
Columbus mayor, issued ©@ state- 
ment back in June that has promp- 
ted the black ocmmunity to begin 
asking some apparently legitimate 
questions. 

In_a news release. from Dorrian's 
campaign hedquarters, it was stated 
that Dorrian had recommended 
three blacks for an upcoming 
vacancy on the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission (OCRC) and will “use 
whatever influence | have with the 
Governor to lobby forthe 
appointment." 

Dorrian. who ran as Lt. Governor. 
on the gubernatorial ticket of Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste in 1978, pre- 
dicted in the release that “before the 
month (June) is out, Gov: Celeste 
will appoint someone to fill a 
vacancy on the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission. Columbus mayoral 
candidate Michael Dorrian wants 
that someone to be a black 
Columbusite.” 

In reference to the “vacancy,” 
Dorrian obviously had in mind the 
slot filled by Wade H. Franklin Ill, a 
veteran Columbus Republican, 
whose term expired July 28. But as 
of the week of Aug. 14, Franklin was 
still active on the OCRC, a position 
he vows to continue to hold until his 


personality, be appointed as Frank- 
lin County Commissioner. 

“Since—our next mayor willbe 

Michael Dorrian, I'm sure Mr. Dor- 
rian will approve the appointment of 
Mrs. Walker, because of his prom- 
ises and commitments to the black 
community,” Larry wrote.
